T H E Obſervation of Lent, is a pro- 
= fitable Inſtitution of the Church, 
not abridging the Chriſtian amo of 
Meats, but intended as a Means to help 
to ſet the Spirit at liberty from the Fleſh ; 
and therefore this Faſt confiſteth not in a 
formal forbearance of this or that Food, 
but in a true mortification of the Body ; 
for meer abſtinence from Fleſh, more 
tendeth to the increaſe of plenty, and 
well ordering things in the Common- 
weal, than to a ſpiritual Diſcipline ; be- 
cauſe 'tis apparent, we may over-pamper 
our ſelves, as well with one ſort of food, 
as with another. This Faſt was appoint- 
ed , partly, to commemorate our Sav1- 
ours miraculous Faſting, whereby he fa- 
tified for the gluttony of our firſt Pa- 
-rents, and ( at this ſeaſon ) partly to cool 
our wanton Blood, which at this time of 
the year is apteſt to be enflamed with evil 
concupiſcence, and partly alſo to prepare

CR. is, our natural appellation, the 
Sabbath the: Hebrew-Term , and the 
Lords-day the Chriftian name, whereby 
we intitle Gods Seventh day, and (if wil- 
ful affe&tion be avoyded,) either names 
allowable ; it is a portionof time ſancified 

| by God, immediately. after the worlds 
Creation, and . by the Divine Law dedi- 
cated to be perpetually obſerved to the. 
honour of owr Creator; *and though 
ſomethings accidentally pertinent to the 
obſervation thereof, hath been changed, 
yet that which: is eſſential thereunto, is 
for ever immutable. Our Saviour hath 
by his Reſurrection hallowed for us, that 
which we now obſerve inſtead ofthe Few- 
;/þ Sabbath, which being the day where» 
on he reſted in the Grave, the obſervyati- 
on, thereof, and of all other Fewth Cere- 
monies, was buried with him becauſethey 
were but to continue till the accompliſhes 
ment of thoſe things, whereof they were 
Types. This is that day whereon our 
: Re- 
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Redeemer began as it were his Eternal reſt 
after he had finiſhed the work of our Re- 
demption, and conquered Death, the laſt 
that was to be deſtroyed. This day we 
ought therefore to ſandify according to 
Gods firſt Inſtitution, not Fewiſhly, (that 
is) by a {tri& or mere outward abſtaining 
fromthe ſervile work of the body only,ac- 
cording tothe Letter; but Chriſtianly (to 
wit ) inSpirit and in Truth, both inward» 
ly. and outwardly, ſo recreating our Bo» 
dies and Souls, that we may with a ſan- 
ified pleaſure, and (as much as may be) 
without wearineſs, ſpend that day to the 
glory of God, according to his command, 
and the Churches direction. And as to 
bodily Labours and Exerciles they are: 
unlawful, except thoſe which ( without:
